Mr,  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  iry  Anntial  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Services  for  the  yean  1971 » 

The  population-  of  Penryn  of  5|330  shows  an  increase  over  last  year 
of  108.  The  number  of  live  births  exceeded  the  number  of  deaths  by  45* 

Compared  v;ith  last  year  when  76  cases  of  measles  were  reported  in  the  Borough, 
this  year  was  remarkably  free  from  infectious  disease  there  being  no  cases  of 
measles  reported.  This  I  think  is  due  to  the  normal  alternate  year  incidence 
of  this  infection  and  not  due  to  measles  immimisation*  When  the  figure  for 
measles  remains  constantly  low  year  after  year  we  can  say  that  the  effect  is 
probably  due  to  immunisation. 

There  are  no  significant  changes  in  the  causes  of  death,  but  it  will 
be  noted  that  Ischaemic  Heart  Disease  accounts  for  over  one  third  of  all  deaths 
in  the  Borough  in  1971 • 

Because  of  the  increase  in  the  population  and  industrial  development 
taking  place  in  Penryn  the  improvement  in  the  town's  sewerage  system  continues 
to  be  of  utmost  importance,  and  faults  arising  from  the  old  construction 
whereby  surface  water  and  grit  infiltration  occurs  should  be  remedied  id.th 
the  D.east  delay.  Due  to  the  complex  system  that  exists  however  any  effective 
repair  ai*d  renewal  of  the  old  faulty  system  may  take  a  considerable  time. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  and  all  members  of  the  Council  for  their  understanding  and  help 
througheut  the  year,  especially  Mr,  Dawkins,  the  Town  Clerk,  and  Mr,  Birkett 
and  Mr.  Stevenson  of  the  Health  Inspectorate  Staff  who  have  been  he^ful  at 
all  times^ 

Finally,  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  Miss  V,M,  Graham,  the  Area 
Nursing  Officer,  and  all  the  Clerical  Staff  of  The  beats  who  have  helped  in 
the  production  of  this  report.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  IIEALTH  SERVICSS 


The  figures  given  under  this  heading  all  relate  to  the  Borough  of 
Penryn  except  where  otherwise  stated. 

1 ,  Provision  for  Mothers  and  Young  Children  (Sec.22) 

Child  Welfare  Clinics 

The  total  number  of  attendances  in  the  child  welfare  clinic  was 
2,069  of  which  1 ,281  were  under  1  year  of  age.  There  were  50 
sessions  in  the  year;  thus  the  average  attendances  per  session 
were  41 1  increase  of  7  per  session  compared  v/ith  last  year. 
Dental 

Dental  treatment  for  expectsint  mothers  and  pre-school  children  for 
the  Borough  was  given  at  the  Falmouth  Dental  Clinic  during  the  year. 
Ante  Natal  Clinics’ 

These  clinics  are  not  held  at  a  specified  site,  but  are  \mdertaken 
by  domiciliary  midwives  on  district  duty  and  by  the  Family  Doctors 
in  the  Borough. 

Mothercraft  and  Relaxation  Clinics 

These  clashes  are  now  amalgamated  with  Falmouth  and  are  held  weekl3' 
at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  in  Killigrew  Road,  Falaouth. 

Family  Planning  Clinics  are  held  at  the  Falmouth  Welfare  Clinic  at 
weekly  intervals  and  are  attended  by  cases  from  Penryn, 

Midwifery  Services  (Sec.23) 

Thirteen  home  deliveries  were  undertaken  by  midwives  within  the 
Borough  for  1971  and  this  shows  a  decrease  of  16  cases  compared 
with  1970.  Medical  aid  was  called  for  in  three  cases. 

Health  Visitors  (Sec.  24) 

Domiciliary  visits  by  Health  Visitors  to  the  elderly  numbered  282, 
Due  to  the  general  shortage  of  long  stay  beds  for  the  chronic  sick 
and  elderly,  domiciliary  care  of  the  elderly  becomes  a  question  of 
vital  importance.  Such  domiciliary  seivices  as  Home  Helps  emd  Hone 
Aids,  Mobile  Meals  Services  and  Chiropody,  all  help  to  keep  this  age 
group  mobile  and  more  able  to  look  after  themselves  at  home. 

Two  thousand,  two  hundred  and  sixty— four  visits  were  made  to  the 
under  five  years  old  group. 

Health  Eduction  talks  and  demonstrations  were  given  on  29  occasions 
by  Health  Visitors. 
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Hone  nursing  (Sec.  25) 

General  nursing  visits  ano unted  to  2,763  couipared  with  2,111  last  year

The  figures  for  inmunisation  for  1971  cannot  be  compared  directly 
v/ith  1970  but  the  total  number  of  persons  protected  by  routine  primary 
immunisation  is  somewhat  less  than  1 970  but  the  number  of  children 
aged  between  one  year  and  seven  years  given  a  reinforcing  dose  is 
greater  than  in  1970.  Also  1971  was  the  first  year  when  550  girls 
aged  13  in  this  Health  Area  were  protected  against  Rubella  by 
immxmisation.  This  protection  will  be  offered  all  girls  at  the  age 
of  13  yearly,  in  future. 


Ambulance  Service  (Sec,  27) 


This  service  is  under  direct  County  Control  through  the  Ambulance 
Head  quarters  and  thus  no  report  on  the  day  to  day  administration  is 


given. 

Prevention  -  Care  and  After-Care  -  Tubercu3,osis  (Sec.  28) 

The  number  of  notifications  of  this  disease  in  Fenryn  was  two  for 
the  whole  of  the  year  -  two  males  one  aged  two  years  and  one  aged 


57  years  -  both  pulmonary. 

The  mobile  X-ray  team  attends  Falmouth  Welfare  Clinic  twice  monthly 
for  referred  cases  from  Doctors  and  for  carrying  out  further  tests  on 
students  and  children  foimd  to  have  a  positive  reaction  to  the  Heaf 
Skin  Test;  and  for  the  general  public. 
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B.C.G.  protection  a^jainst  tuberculosis  was  given  to  965  children  within 
the  Health  Area,  and  to  a  further  62  contacts  of  known  tuberculosis 
cases  who  were  susceptible  to  this  infection. 

As  regards  long  tern  innigrants  v/ho  enter  this  Health  Area,  all  are 
visited  by  a  Health  Visitor  soon  after  arrival,  and  after  registering 
with  a  family  doctor  are  persuaded  to  have  their  chest  x-rayed,  as  a 
precaution  against  tuberculosis.  As  immigrants  often  come  from 
countries  where  the  incidence  to  tuberculosis  is  much  higher  than  here, 
this  safeguard  of  the  immigrant  seeking  xfork  in  this  country  is 
essential  if  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  this  country  is  to  be 
further  reduced, 

Tvro  Health  Visitors  spend  much  of  their  tine  in  the  Prevention,  Care 
and  After-Care  Service  associated  with  tuberculosis,  and  the  regular 
follox-z-up  of  cases  to  ensure  the  maintenance  of  a  sputum  negative  state 
under  continuoxis  chemotherapy  on  a  domiciliary  basis  ie  of  vital 
importance.  Thirty-seven  immigrants  from  twelve  countries  gave 
addresses  in  this  Health  Area  as  their  first  destination  on  arrival 
in  the  United  Kingdom  in  1 971 ;  most  of  then  were  employed  in  the 
catering  trade. 

Prevention  and  After-Care  as  applied  to  Geriatric  Cases 

One  person  was  found  to  be  in  need  of  care  and  attention  in  1 971 

and  xfas  taken  into  care  under  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

Hone  Help  Section 

The  Home  Help  Service  is  now  administered  by  the  Social  Services 
Department  and  it  nay  be  a  matter  of  interest  to  know  that  a  total 
of  602  cases  received  assistance  in  the  whole  of  the  He-alth  Area  No, 5 
during  1971 ;  out  of  these  cases  503  were  over  the  age  of  65  years. 
Cervical  Cytology 

Cervical  smear  clinics  have  continued  in  Truro  and  Falmouth,  Out 
of  the  total  of  769  cases  seen  at  these  clinics  during  1971,  two 
positive  and  two  suspicious  cases  'were  detected;  out  of  these  four 
cases  none  was  a  resident  of  the  Borough,
